Selectmen’s Report 

1977 has been a busy year for the Town anda productive one. To summarize briefly 
some of the activities: 
Roads: 

The hogback on the Upper Cold River Road has finally been straightened. This was 
less expensive than it might have been because gravel did not have to be bought and 
trucked in. It will be cleaned up and finish-graded this summer. The Selectmen would like 
to take this opportunity to thank our Representative, Don Moore for his efforts in con- 
vincing the State Transportation Board to repave sections of Town Hill and Lincoln Hill 
that were damaged by heavy traffic when those roads were used as a detour when the 
bridge on Route 103 was closed. The State is planning to build a new bridge to replace the 
“temporary” bridge there this summer. We traded even our Ford Tractor for an 
International Tractor with a side mower so we can mow the roadsides. 

Budget: 

As you can see, our budget is up from last year. The largest amounts of increase are 
for our roads and equipment. We spent more for gas and oil this year because we used 
our own equipment rather than hiring it. The Repairs on Motor Equipment includes over 
$2,000.00 for a new front hub for the 69 truck, $450.00 for a plow for the Civil Defense 
truck and some replaceable items such as plow and sander parts. 

We have budgeted an additional $500.00 for salaries because last year the listers 
were not paid and we assume that they will be in action in ’78. The rental on the dump 
increased this past year also. 

We also spent $500.00 for the expense of the Tax Collector and $500.00 for retyping 
the index book; this money was not budgeted last year but was voted at Town Meeting. 
Revenue Sharing: 

We have warned the amount remaining from our 1976 entitlement for the purchase 
of some land for sand and salt storage and the eventual construction of a new Town 
Garage. We feel the amount warned ($13,056.31) should buy the land, do the site work 
and road, and put up at least a one-bay garage for the loader. If the money is not appro- 
priated or spent within two years it reverts back to the Federal Government. 

The Town Clerk needs a new electric typewriter and perhaps another file cabinet or 
two. 

Zoning: 

We are planning a Special Town Meeting around the first of May to vote ona 
Permanent Zoning Regulation and Flood Plain Zoning Regulations. The Planning Com- 
mission and the Selectmen will be holding hearings on both of these. It is hoped that these 
will be approved by the Town as the Interim Zoning Regulations expire on May 4th and 
cannot be readopted. 

The Town is growing - there have been many new houses built and more are planned 
-and we welcome this activity and our new neighbors. However, we must also be aware 
that the need for services, especially our roads and schools will increase and that we 
must be prepared for it. Basically, it was a good year for the Town of Shrewsbury.

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“A Limited Amount Of Money Wisely Spent” 

Laurel Hall and Laurel Glen Mausoleum, Greenhouse and Cemetery 
were conceived by John P. Bowman as a memorial to his family and designed 
by the architect G. B. Croff. The mausoleum was completed in 1881 and Laurel 
Hall in 1882. 

This property is probably the most important architectural monument in 
Shrewsbury and deserves to be on both the State and National Registers of 
Historic Sites. 

Lloyd Marsh, an architectural historian and former Shrewsbury resident, 
found the following material during his researches and thinks that the architect 
wrote most of it. These contemporary notices are reprinted in full because they 
give us much new information about the buildings, show us the public’s initial 
reaction to them and have a wonderful overblown, wordy, late Victorian 
flavor. 


RUTLAND DAILY HERALD AND GLOBE 
June 16, 1881 

John P. Bowman, whose magnificent structure, the Laurel Glen mausole- 
um, was completed last week, spent the past two weeks in town, leaving on 
Saturday, and is to return the last of the present week. To attempt an adequate 
description of this elaborate family tomb would be useless. Its cost is estimated 
to be not less than $6,000 or $7,000. Nearly 1,000 people have visited it since its 
completion. Work upon it was commenced last August and carried into 
December. Since the first of May some 40 men have been engaged upon it 
under the superintendence of the architect, G. B. Croff. By the munificence of 
Mr. Bowman the cemetery has been enlarged, graded and turfed. The entire, 
some fifty rods, he has laid with a heavy granite wall, with two large bronze gates 
at the entrances. Walks and drives are being laid, and two bronze fountains are 
soon to be put in, making it when completed one of the most attractive ceme- 
teries in this section of the State. 


June 28, 1881 

Mr. John P. Bowman is in town taking an active interest in the completion 
of his extensive works. Mr. S. Dickinson of Salem, N.Y., who now has charge of 
the mausoleum and serves as usher to visitors, was joined by his wife last week 
who intends spending some time in town. 


July 22, 1881 

The Cemetery Association was newly organized last Tuesday, under an 
act of the last Legislature, with these officers: John P. Bowman, president; 
George W. Foster, secretary and treasurer; trustees, J. P. Bowman, Merritt 
Dickerman, Amos Pratt, Martin Phillips. The Bowman tomb continues to be 
visited by crowds from all parts of the State as well as many from adjoining 
States. Some three hundred people visited this magnificent structure on 
Wednesday last including ex-Govenor Proctor and family. All are unanimous in 
the expression that it far exceeds their anticipation. Mr. Dickinson now has 
charge of the grounds, and is very courteous and obliging.

November 19, 1881 

John P. Bowman has returned to his home in Creek Center, N.Y. He is to 
stock up his large tannery, intending to resume business. 

Labor on the cemetery works will be discontinued next week for the 
season, leaving many contemplated improvements until spring. The green- 
house is nearly completed and will be one of the finest in the State. 

Ten thousand people have visited the mausoleum the past summer. 


December 23, 1881 

John P. Bowman, who has been confined to his room at the hotel for nearly 
two weeks, was so far recovered as to be able to start for home Thursday, 
attended by his physician, Dr. Aldrich of Warrensburgh, N.Y. 

A. Dickinson is now alone in charge of the mausoleum and green-house of 
John P. Bowman. 


March 15, 1882 
Mr. John P. Bowman was in town a few days ago. He has contracted for the 
building of a fine residence and outbuildings, the coming season. 


June 26, 1882 
Visitors have again commenced coming to see the mausoleum and its 
surroundings. 


Tuesday, October 31, 1882 
“LAUREL HALL” 


Since the State of Vermont sprang from the chaos of a howling wilderness 
up-to the present time, never within her borders has an aesthetic ideality ever 
before been materialized and so completely developed, so humanizing, so 
enobling, so far reaching in its educational influence on the general public, as the 
munificent scheme of memorialization carried out by Hon. John P. Bowman at 
Cuttingsville, Vt., in building Laurel Glen mausoleum and conservatory, with 
their beautiful concomitants, concluding with the stately edifice, “Laurel Hall,” 
which stands on a commanding site - a befitting guardian of its noble 
predecessors in the great scheme. With Laurel Glen mausoleum and 
conservatory thousands are already well acquainted from almost every state in 
the Union, and many from foreign lands; but with the closing effort of this great 
work, “Laurel Hall,” the picturesque summer residence of Mr. Bowman, but 
few people are yet familiar, as under the hand of its creator, Mr. G. B. Croff, 
architect, of New York City, it has sprung into existence. As if touched by some 
magic wand, material, rough and rude, has been transformed into shapes and 
forms most beautiful, almost without a visible movement of the hour hand upon 
the dial plate of time, until it stands complete, unique in its entirety, among the 
shadows of the everlasting hills that form its several backgrounds from its 
various points of view, itself the central figure in a miniature landscape, that will 
be, when quite complete, a scene of floral beauty and of horticulture rarely to be 
seen in any land.

¢ Main Hall and one room shortly after the building was completed. 
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The style of architecture is a fresh, bold treatment of Elizabethan and 
Queen Anne details, with ever-varying outlines ’gainst the sky o’er which the 
eye may wander without e’en a feeling of unrest. An open terrace on the north 
blends into a covered gallery on the main facade, approached at the entrance 
by a broad, inviting flight of swelling steps with buttresses of curvilinear form 
with paneled newels capped with rich bronze urns filled with foliage plants and 
blooming flowers. And over the entrance rises through the roof a tower with 
pyramidal terminations and spacious balconies at each floor, with shadowy 
canopies and gables here and there, of height and inclinations varied, given 
greater character still by several massive chimney stacks with heavy, moulded 
hoods that rise above them all and stand like sentinels defined in bold relief 
against the sky. 

But pleasing as the exterior is, it by no means prepares the visitor for the 
sweet surprise awaiting him at the entrance to the broad, grand staircase hall 
that traverses the structure through from front to rear, divided in the center by 
quaint, arcade with central passage arch and smaller supplemental arches on 
each side, in each of which a life-size female figure sweetly draped in graceful 
attitude, bear light bronze candlabras o’er their heads, filled with wax candles of 
soft hues. And still beyond a broad Italian rambling staircase rich in each detail 
gives access to the floors above. Two lofty stained glass windows on the central 
landing of the staircase fill the hall with floods of soft, warm ambient light, and at 
one end a French plate mirror richly framed gives transverse duplication of the 
staircase at the second flight, and at the end of the second hall another mirror 
reproduces still again in longitude the hall, with all its forms and shapes. 

The mural decorations are extremely rich throughout, with paneled 
ceilings treated in befitting allegory, differing in design in every roomin paneling, 
frieze and dado. The treatment of the woodwork blends in sweet accord with all 
the mural tints employed, and being in design quite fresh and quaint, it forms a 
striking feature in the whole, creating in the happy combination a soft, warm, 
dreamy air but seldom seen. 

The windows all are margined, top and base, with many hued cathedral 
glass, and richly draped with lace and raw silk lambrequins, and hung with warm 
Venetian blinds. 

The floors are laid with body Brussels carpets with deep classic borders, 
and the furniture complete is of the latest styles of various woods. For Mr. 
Bowman’s private suite the furnishing is of ebony, of rich design. The other 
several chambers are fitted up with ash, mahogany and walnut. The beds 
throughout are upright champion cabinets with curled hair mattresses with 
bedding of a proper sort to match. 

The dining hall and library are treated in mahogany, with open fire places, 
with lofty-mirrored chimney pieces, with border tiles of scenes from Shake- 
spere, with margins, fender rails and andirons of burnished brass, and hearths 
of inlaid English tiles. The parlor and reception room are treated in ebony and 
walnut, with raw silk and embossed crimson plush upholstery, with mirrored 
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chimney pieces of American and Hungarian ash, with decorations below of 
burnished brass and inlaid tiles like library and dining hall. 

The fixtures for illumination are of bright, rich burnished bronze, also the 
entire furniture of doors and windows; and last, but by no means least, in 
addition to the artistic features of the establishment, it embraces every feature 
of utility found in a first class New York city house - hot and cold water, closets, 
baths, basins, porcelain lined sinks, stationary wash trays, modern range, etc. 
Indeed Laurel Hall, in its entire design and treatment, exterior and interior, is a 
refreshing departure from the stereo-typed house of the period, and shows 
conclusively what can be done with a limited amount of money wisely spent, 
with evident intention from the start. 

But who will ever know the depth of sorrow out of which have grown such 
grand results? None save the noble heart that gave them birth, touched by some 
unseen hand of commiseration “from the land where souls are free.” And if, 
indeed, our dead ones dear come back again to earth, how great must be the joy 
of those in whose most sacred memory this celebrated work has all been done; 
for “Laurel Hall” is to their memory just as sacred as the tomb in which their 
mortal ashes rest. Upon its walls the shadows of their faces hang, and from 
positions of befitting exaltation their loved forms materialized repose, and eyes 
that do not see seem to look down in peaceful benediction on the tear-wet face 
that oft regards them with a far away, sad look, and lips that have touched e’en 
to eternal silence, seem to whisper “all is well.” 

“There is no death; what seems so is transition; 
This life of mortal breath 

Is but a suburb of life Elysian, 

Whose portals we call death.” 

Within these hallowed walls, these forms and faces dear will sweet enchant- 
ment mark for many, many a year. 

A public benefaction this great work has been in stern materiality, and stilla 
greater legacy and benefaction to the intellectual world. It has already borne the 
honored name of John P. Bowman far and wide o’er this and other lands and will 
to generations yet unborn a touching story tell and stamp indellible his name on 
many hearts and lives, a character most truly great and worthy emulation to the 
last.

V_ Superintendent’s Report 


The administration and teachers continue to work on improving the instructional 
programs. By spring, work should be completed on selecting new mathematics and 
social studies materials. This past year an outline of basic skills by grade level was com- 
pleted for mathematics and a review was made of social studies programs. This will be 
the first year that we are testing all students on the Vermont State Basic Competencies. 

In cooperation with Clarendon and Wallingford a speech patholgist, Mary Gleason, 
has been hired and a special educator will be hired shortly. These programs have been 
instituted to meet the requirements of the new Federal Legislation, The Education of All 
Handicapped Children Act - (P. L. 94 - 142). 
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As a result of our changing enrollments we have been using the fourth classroom at 
the Mountain School to allow for extra space to work with our combination 4-5 grade 
using our new teacher, Miss Cornwell. She is working half time in Title I and half time 
with Grade 4. Next year we plan to have a similar arrangement with grades 4,5, and 6. 

As requested at the last annual meeting we have included materials on a proposed 
Kindergarten. However, it does not appear as though this would be the proper time to 
implement such a program. At the present time we are using all classrooms regularly, at 
least on a part time basis. If grade enrollments remain stable, then in two years (1979-80) 
we will be using all classrooms full time, as we will need to have each grade in a separate 
room. This would not allow any space for the new Kindergarten. 

The budget being proposed for the next fiscal year has total expenditures of 
$128,709.00 with $104,578.00 to be raised by taxation. Of the $8,512.00 increase in 
taxes, $6,000.00 is attributed to the fact that there is only $4,000.00 remaining in the 
Revenue Sharing Fund to pay the $10,000.00 principal cost on our construction bonds. 

We finished paying for the 36 passenger school bus this year. Included in the 
warning is an article to establish a sinking fund for bus replacement. With this the board 
proposes to continue to set aside money to cover the cost of replacing busses.

The Rutland Opportunity Council serves as acommunity-based agency designed to 
implement programs and projects that directly assist low-income and elderly persons 
with problems of self-sufficiency. We also serve as an out-reach and service agency 
responding to crisis needs, i. e., Emergency Fuel Assistance, Transportation for medical 
appointments, Winterization and Home Repair. 

During 1977 ROC provided 38 direct services for Shrewsbury area residents. These 
services include the following: assistance with government forms, social service infor- 
mation, counselling, and transportation. We also coordinated with local groups on 
Thanksgiving and Christmas baskets. 

Programs include: Summer Youth Camp, Meat Co-op, Food Shelf, and Energy 
Program. ROC’s Energy Program provided 10 families with Emergency Fuel Loans, - 
$896.25, Crisis Intervention - 9 families - $2,130.08, Winterized 18 homes - $3656.32, 
and supplied 13 cords of wood to 12 families, 3 stoves to 3 homes - $694.00, for a total of 
$7,376.65 spent for energy in this area. 

ROC appreciates the support which the Town of Shrewsbury provided in the past 
($100.00) and we hope we will be able to count on this support in the coming year. We 
invite suggestions from Shrewsbury citizens, especially concerning the needs of low- 
income and elderly. Tom Johnston, our worker in the area is always interested to hear 
about family or community needs where we might be able to help. 
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THE SHREWSBURY COMMUNITY MEETING HOUSE 
Report of the Trustees 


The Board of Trustees feels that the time has come for the Town to assume full 
responsibility for the cost of maintaining and operating that part of the building which the 
Town owns, and therefore does not plan to continue active fund raising. 

Because there have been an increasing number of requests to use the Meeting 
House from individuals who have no real connection with Shrewsbury, we have decided 
to change our policy. From now on, there will bea charge of fifty dollars for use of the first 
floor for receptions, parties and meetings when the principals do not live in town or the 
organizations are not town-based. There will be a charge of fifteen dollars for private 
receptions and parties where the principals live in town. There will be no charge for town- 
based organizations. 

Physical damage to the building and furnishings sustained during private or non- 
town functions will be charged to the individuals or group renting the building. 

During the past year, new tables and storage racks for tables and chairs were 
received. Storm windows have been installed on the downstairs, kitchen cabinets have 
been built, the water tank replaced and chair glides put on many of the wooden chairs. 

This coming year, we plan to patch and paint the vestibule, put another coat of finish 
on the cabinets, patch the front steps and replace the door on the west side witha metal 
one. Since the church is planning to insulate upstairs, we will install vents and touch up 
the paint after the insulation is completed. 

We have included janitor service in the budget this year. Most people are very care- 
ful to clean up the building but since it gets so much use, we feel a weekly check up is 
really necessary. 

The Trustees meet on the third Wednesday of every month at seven thirty in the 
Meeting House. All our meetings are public. We welcome your comments, suggestions 
and criticisms.

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THE SHREWSBURY LIBRARY 


In 1977, the Shrewsbury Library continued to circulate books free of charge to 
townspeople. Our collection of 3,500 books is supplemented by books borrowed from 
the Southwest Regional Library, and by books borrowed on Inter-Library Loan from 
public and college libraries all over the state. Our circulation averaged two hundred 
books a month over the year; some months as many as 246 books were borrowed, other 
months only 180. We circulate books to the Shrewsbury Schools; and our resources 
have been used a great deal this year by both elementary and high school students 
researching papers. We show a series of free movies, hold poetry readings, and last 
summer presented an outdoor play at the Town Hall. 

We have held numerous fund-raising events, including food and book sales, to help 
meet our operating costs; add to our book collection; and to save for future improve- 
ments, such as a much-needed toilet facility. This year we received many donations in 
memory of Howard T. Swain, an editor of the Rutland Herald who died in August, 1977. 

We are asking the town for $200, less than half our operating costs. When you con- 
sider that the cost of individual library cards for non-resident borrowers at Rutland Free 
Library will increase in 1978 from $5 per person to $12 and that the assessment on towns 
using Rutland Free Library has more than doubled--$200.00 is a bargain, costing each 
taxpayer only a fraction of the tax dollar. The Shrewsbury Library is a local link to the 
Regional Library, with an ever-growing collection of its own. Books can be ordered and 
renewed by phone, and can be delivered where there is a transportation problem.

The application must be accompanied by the fee, which is a minimum of twenty-five 
dollars. Buildings with large square footages will cost more.

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VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
Annual Report To The Citizens Of Shrewsbury 


It is the goal of the Health Department to protect and improve the health of all 
Vermonters by providing services to the residents of each town without charge. During 
the past year we have provided the following services to the people of Shrewsbury. 

96 elementary school children were examined by a dental hygienist and received 

personal oral hygiene instruction twice during the school year. 

Your elementary school participated in the weekly flouride rinse program. 

Treatment for 53 children was approved and paid for in total or in part by the Tooth 

Fairy and Denticaid Programs. 

18 persons received instruction in childbirth and parenting in group classes. 

22 children received preventive health examinations and counselling at Well Child 

Conferences. 

6 immunizations were given in Health Department clinics. 

In a special program, 24 persons were immunized against swine flu. 

Through the Handicapped Children’s Program, diagnosis and treatment services 

for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, and other conditions were provided to 8 children in 

an effort to reduce their handicaps. 

Through the Child Development Clinic, 1 child received diagnostic and intensive 

followup services for suspected physical and/or mental retardation. 

3 persons received chest X-rays for early detection of lung disease from the Barre, 

Rutland or other Health Department chest clinics. 

The following services were provided by the Health Department Laboratory in Burlington: 
17 blood tests to identify women needing immunization against german measles 
(rubella) to prevent birth defects, 

75 other diagnostic blood tests, 

18 bacteriological and viral cultures, 

126 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor drinking water quality. 

Through the Emergency Medical Services Program, the Health Department pro- 

vided funds to help with the purchase of equipment for the Mount Holly Rescue 

Squad. 

24 people received nutritional education and food supplements through the Special 

Supplemental Food Program for Women, Infants and Children (WIC). 

Through the Early Periodic Screening Detection and Treatment Program (EPSDT) 

16 children underwent medical evaluation and treatment. 

3 women were examined for cervical and breast cancer. 

Statewide, 400 emergency medical technicians were trained; 142,600 doses of 
vaccine were distributed to private physicians; 20 hospitals and 48 nursing homes were 
inspected and licensed; 3475 blood and breath samples were tested for alcohol content; 
1951 restaurants were inspected; 2144 venereal disease treatments were paid for and 778 
contacts were traced; material to test 38,825 persons for tuberculosis was distributed to 
private physicians, public clinics, and schools; 150 industrial inspections affecting 13,174 
workers were done; and 55 X-ray machines were inspected. 

Technical assistance was provided through the office of Local Health Services to 
your Town Health Officer, Patricia Michaud, R.N. 

Your Town Clerk, Mrs. June B. Webster received support and instruction in the 
handling of vital records from the Division of Public Health Statistics.
